de la Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN) 


Art. 1. Objet. La Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN), affiliée 
au Comite international des sciences historiques, a pour mission de faciliter la 
coopération entre chercheurs et institutions dans le domaine de la numismati- 
que et des sciences qui s’y rapportent. 


Art. 2. Membres. Les organismes suivants peuvent devenir membres de la 
CIN: 


a. les collections numismatiques publiques, 


b. les organisations, institutions et sociétés numismatiques sans caractère 
commercial (locales, nationales et internationales), 


c. les Monnaies nationales. 


Les membres sont admis par le Bureau et doivent payer la cotisation an- 
nuelle fixée par le Bureau. Tout manquement au paiement entraîne l’annula- 
tion de l'adhésion. 


Art. 3. Membres honoraires. Lors de ses réunions et sur proposition du Bu- 
reau, la CIN peut élire des personnalités comme membres honoraires. Les 
membres honoraires ne paient pas de cotisation annuelle mais ont les mémes 
droits que les membres ordinaires. 


Art. 4. Assemblées. La CIN doit tenir une assemblée générale lors des con- 
grés internationaux de numismatique qui, en principe, ont lieu tous les six ans. 
Si aucun congres international de numismatique n'a lieu dans un délai de sept 
ans aprés le dernier congrés, une assemblée sera obligatoirement convoquée sur 
décision du Bureau. Tout membre ordinaire peut désigner un délégué à l'as- 
semblée générale. Un délégué ne peut représenter plus de trois membres ordi- 
naires. Les membres honoraires ne votent qu'en personne. 


Art. 5. Bureau. Le Bureau de la CIN est composé de neuf membres. Les 
membres du Bureau sont élus lors de l'assemblée générale. Leur fonction 
prend fin à l'assemblée générale suivante: ils ne peuvent étre réélus qu'une 
fois. Le Bureau se réunit au moins une fois par an; il s'organise lui-méme, 


c est-à-dire qu'il élit sont président et répartit les autres charges. En cas de 
mort ou de démission d'un membre, le Bureau a le droit de coopter un rempla- 
cant jusqu'à l'assemblée générale. 


Art. 6. Charges. Les membres du Bureau sont le président, deux vice-prési- 
dents, le secrétaire, le trésorier. Ceux-ci sont élus immédiatement apres l'élec- 
tion du Bureau et exercent leur charge selon les voeux du Bureau. 


Art. 7. Fonctions du Bureau. 
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. Admettre de nouveaux membres dans la CIN, 
b. recueillir et communiquer des informations aux membres, 


c. patronner des conférences et des publications numismatiques de caractere 
international, 


d. assurer, si possible, sa place à la numismatique dans les congrès des discipli- 
nes apparentées, 


e. préparer les congres internationaux de numismatique, 
f. discuter et approuver le budget annuel proposé par le trésorier, 
g. publier un rapport annuel dans le Compte-rendu, 


h. fixer la cotisation annuelle. 


Art. 8. Finances. Les dépenses d’administration et de publication sont cou- 
vertes par les subventions du CISH et de l'UNESCO, les cotisations annuelles, 
les dons et les legs. 


Art. 9. Siège. Le siège de la CIN se trouve au bureau du président. 


Art. 10. Modifications des statuts. Toute modification des statuts doit être 
approuvée à la majorité des deux tiers des votes exprimés à l'assemblée géné- 
rale. Toute proposition de modification doit étre signifiée aux membres, par 
écrit, au moins un mois avant l'assemblée. 


Art. 11. Dissolution. La CIN peut étre dissoute par la majorité des deux 
tiers des votes exprimés à l'assemblée générale. En cas de dissolution, les actifs 
de la CIN seront transférés au Comité international des sciences historiques. 


Translation 


CONSTITUTION 
of the International Numismatic Commission (INC) 


Art. 1. Purpose. The purpose of the INC, affiliated to the International 
Committee of Historical Sciences, is to facilitate cooperation between scholars 
and between institutions in the field of numismatics and related disciplines. 


Art. 2. Membership. The following organisations may become members of 
tite’ ING: 


a. Public numismatic collections 


b. Non-commercial numismatic organisations, institutions and societies (local, 
national and international) 


c. National mints. 


Members shall be admitted by the Council and shall pay an annual subscrip- 
tion determined by the Council. Failure to pay the subscription shall termi- 
nate membership. 


Art. 3. Honorary members. The INC can elect individuals as honorary mem- 
bers at its Meetings on proposal of the Council. Honorary members do not pay 
the annual subscription but have the same rights as ordinary members. 


Art. 4. Meetings. The INC must hold a General Meeting at each Internatio- 
nal Congress of Numismatics which in principle should take place every six 
years. If there is no International Congress of Numismatics within seven years 
after the last congress, a Meeting must be organised on a different occasion to 
be fixed by the Council. Each ordinary member may designate one voting 
delegate to the General Meeting. A delegate may not represent more than 
three ordinary members. Honorary members may vote only in person. 


Art. 5. Council. The Council of the INC consists of nine members. The 
Council members shall be elected at the General Meeting. Their term ends at 
the next General Meeting; they can be re-elected only once. The Council shall 
meet at least annually. The Council constitutes itself, i.e. it elects the Presi- 


dent and distributes other offices. In the event of death or resignation of a 


member, the Council shall have the right to coopt a replacement until the 
General Meeting. 


Art. 6. Officers. The officers of the INC shall be the President, two Vice- 
Presidents, the Secretary, the Treasurer. These officers shall be elected imme- 


diately after the election of the Council and shall serve at the pleasure of the 
Council. 


Art. 7. Duties of the Council. 
a. to admit new members of the INC 
b. to collect and forward information to members 


c. to extend patronage to international numismatic publications and conferen- 
ces 


d. to ensure that numismatics are represented where possible at congresses on 
related fields 


e. to arrange the International Congresses of Numismatics 
f. to discuss and approve an annual budget proposed by the Treasurer 
g. to publish an annual report in the Compte Rendu 


h. to fix the annual subscription. 


Art. 8. Finance. The expenses of administration and publications are cov- 
ered by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by annual subscriptions and by gifts 
and legacies. 


Art. 9. Seat. The seat of the INC is the office of the President. 


Art. 10. Change of constitution. The constitution may be changed by a two 
thirds majority of the votes cast at the General Meeting. Notice of proposed 
changes must be given to the members in writing at least one month prior to 
the Meeting. 


Art. 11. Dissolution of the INC. The INC may be dissolved by a majority of 
two thirds of the votes cast at the General Meeting. In case of dissolution, the 
assets of the INC shall be transferred to the International Committee of Histo- 
rical Sciences.

1. Adoption of the minutes of the meeting of the Bureau in Munich, 26-27 August 
1985 


The minutes, printed in the Compte Rendu 32, 1985, pp. 9-13, were adopted 
unanimously. 


2. Report by the President 


The President gave the following report: 

“In addition to the prosecution of more routine matters of administration 
and policy the Bureau, in the past years, has had two main preoccupations. 
The first has been the mounting of the Tenth International Numismatic Con- 
gress in London on 8-12 September, organised by the Royal Numismatic So- 
ciety. In this matter liaison has been in the hands of the Vice-President, Dr. 
Peter Berghaus. The second has been the arrangements for holding a plenary 
meeting of the Commission immediately following the International Congress. 

The maintenance of the membership of the Commission has continued to be 
a matter of some concern. In the current difficult economic circumstances a 
number of members have been compelled to resign, and other members, 
though anxious to participate, have encountered difficulty in subscription pay- 
ment owing to local exchange control regulations. Though the hoped-for ex- 
pansion of membership to provide a more balanced world-wide representation 
has not been realised fully, it is satisfactory that, despite the problems, mem- 
bership of the Commission has remained fairly stable. 

It is a considerable satisfaction that the CIN Newsletter which was initiated 
in 1979 has now established itself as a welcome teature of international numis- 
matic communication. Again, as has become the practice, two numbers of the 
Newsletter were published in the past year. Though the response to the editors 
pro forma request for information has shown some improvement, the editor 


would welcome an even greater supply of news items. The Compte Rendu has 
continued to be published as a record of the Commission's activities, together 
with a selection of articles, many of them giving an account of the content and 
history of collections around the world. The Secretary, who also is the editor 
of the Compte Rendu, would welcome contributions or suggestions for themes 
to be developed.” 


3. Report by the Treasurer: Accounts for 1985 and budget for 1986 


The Bureau took cognizance of the accounts for 1985, printed in the Compte 
Rendu 32, 1985, p. 14, and already approved by the President. 

For the year 1986 the Treasurer presented a budget of SFR 22.300, which 
was approved by the Bureau. 


4. Membership

5. The CIN Newsletter 


The Bureau expressed its thanks to Herbert Cahn, the editor of the Commis- 
sion’s Newsletter. He reported that two issues had been published in the past 
year, and that the next issue was to be published early enough to be presented 
at the London Congress. Though the response to the editor's request for infor- 
mation has shown some improvement, the editor would welcome an even grea- 
ter supply of news items. 


6. The Compte Rendu 


The Comple Rendu, 32, for 1985, was tabled and approved by the Bureau. In 
addition to the reports of the Bureau’s activities in the past year it contained 
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an obituary on Louis Robert (by Georges Le Rider) and accounts of the history 
of the Numismatic Collection in the Yorkshire Museum (by E. J. A. Pirie), the 
Coin Collection of the Barber Institute of Fine Arts, University of Birmingham 
(by N. Hampartumian), Manchester Museum, Department of Numismatics (by 
K. Sugden), Blackburn Museum (by A. Lewis and K. Sugden), and The Numis- 
matic Collection of the National Museum of Antiquities of Scotland (by David 
H. Caldwell). 


7. The 10th International Congress, London 1986 


Dr. John Kent, Chairman of the Organizing Committee, attended the mee- 
ting and presented a report on the arrangements for the 10th International 
Numismatic Congress in London on 8-12 September 1986. So far 268 applica- 
tions, from 32 countries, had been received. 220 speakers had been approved. 
The Survey of Numismatic Research (1978-1984) was in proof. 


8. The General Meeting of the Commission, London 13 September 1986 


Preparations were made to hold the plenary meeting on Saturday, 13 Sep- 
tember 1986. Invitation to the General Meeting with Agenda, Delegation 
form, Proxi form, Texts (in French and English) of the new Constitution, as 
proposed by the Bureau, and Ballot form with the names of new Bureau mem- 
bers recommended by the Bureau, should be sent to all the Members of the 
Commission (including Honorary Members) by the Secretary. 


9. Modification of the Constitution of the Commission 


The Bureau discussed and decided on some amendments to the Constitution 
of the Commission. These texts (in French and English) would be circulated to 
members in advance of the Plenary Meeting in London.

12. Date and place of the 11th International Numismatic Congress 


Offers to organise the next International Congress have been received from 
four members: the Hungarian Numismatic Society (Magyar Numizmatikai 
Tarsulat), the Italian Numismatic Society (Società Numismatica Italiana) and 
Fonumis (Fundación para el Fomento de los Estudios Numismaticos) to ar- 
range the 11th International Numismatic Congress in respectively Budapest, 
Milan, and Sevilla in 1992, and from the Royal Numismatic Society of Belgium 
(Société Royale de Numismatique de Belgique) to arrange the 11th Internatio- 
nal Numismatic Congress in Belgium in 1991, on the 100th anniversary of the 
first International Congress held in Brussels in 1891. The Bureau discussed the 
matter, but deferred to the next Bureau meeting its recommendation to the 
Commission's Plenary Meeting in London, where the final decision has to be 
taken. 


13. Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum 


Professor Paul Naster (Leuven/Louvain), Chairman of the sub-committee for 
the Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum, attended the meeting and presented a re- 
port on the progress of the project. Two volumes (Aarhus and Munich) were 
published, four volumes (Manchester, Aarhus, New York/ANS and Berne/Cré- 
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dit Suisse: Coll. Levante) were in press. A number of further fascicules from 
collections in thirteen countries were in course of preparation. The President 
expressed the gratitude of the Bureau to Professor Naster. For further details

1. Ratification of the minutes of the General Meeting, Berne, September 15th, 
1979 


The minutes of the General Meeting held in Berne, September 15th, 1979 
(printed in the Compte Rendu 26, 1979, pp. 17-25) were approved unanimously. 


2. Reports 


a. ACTIVITIES OF THE BUREAU 1979-1986 


The President gave the following report on the activities of the Bureau 1979- 
1986: 


The Bureau elected at the plenary meeting at Berne in September 1979, after 
a preliminary meeting of the officers in November 1979, has held a regular 
annual meeting, and in 1986 has met twice. Reports on the discussions and 
decisions taken at those meetings have been published in the annual Compte 
Rendu. One of the less agreeable decisions was the increasing from 1985 of the 
annual membership subscription to 200 Swiss francs. Even this increase leaves 
the Treasurer with budgetary difficulties, but the Bureau is very conscious of 
the problems of payment by some members occasioned by exchange control 
regulations. Despite such problems, it is pleasant to be able to record that the 
Commission has now grown to 110 members drawn from 33 countries, but a 
greater world-wide representation must remain one of the primary goals of the 
Commission. 

In addition to the Commission's major projects involving international co- 
operation which are the subject of later reports to this meeting, other impor- 
tant matters have engaged the Bureau's attention. For the publication in 1982 
of the Proceedings of the 9th International Numismatic Congress, Berne 1979 the 
Bureau was fortunate in securing the services of Tony Hackens and Raymond 
Weiller as editors, to whom special thanks are owed. Once again the Commis- 
sion records its warmest thanks to the IAPN for assuming the costs of prin- 
ting. Its generosity has been re-doubled in financing the Survey of Numismatic 
Research 1979-1986 produced on the occasion of the present Congress here in 
London. The Commission extends its thanks to the editors, Martin Price (An- 
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cient), David MacDowall (Oriental), Edward Besly (Mediaeval and Modern), 
Mark Jones (Medals) and Andrew Oddy (Scientific), and to the many contribu- 
tors to the several sections. The two volumes of the Survey reveal a marked 
growth in interest in the fields of medals and scientific techniques; and it is 
more than probable that a future Survey will include a section devoted to 
paper-money. 

One of the major concerns of every Bureau is the arranging of the pericdic 
International Congress, and for the 10th International Congress, the Bureau, 
while retaining its general responsibility, has been fortunate in being able to 
delegate essentially the complete organisation to a joint committee of the 
Royal Numismatic Society and the British Numismatic Society. To that 
committee the Bureau and the Commission at large owes a great debt of grati- 
tude. Special thanks must go to the Secretary of the committee, lan Carradice 
and his assistant, Rozalyn Todd for their immense and time-consuming la- 
bours. 

The Commission's annual report, the Compte Rendu, has continued in its now 
traditional form, but ideas for new themes and increased contributions will be 
welcome to the new Bureau. A new departure, which owes its inception and 
execution to Herbert Cahn, has been the production of the Commission's 
twice-yearly Newsletter. Begun in autumn 1980, it achieved issue No. 13 shor- 
tly before the present Congress. The Newsletter clearly has filled a long-felt 
need for a more immediate spread of information, but its continuing success 
does require a much fuller co-operation on the part of members in the matter 
of supply of news than it has so far enjoyed. To Herbert Cahn who is now 
demitting his editorship of the Newsletter the Bureau records its warmest 
thanks, and it wishes continuing success to the project under its new editor. ` 

The Bureau has given considerable thought to the revision of the Commis- 
sion’s constitution. This revision is by no means revolutionary: it has been 
concerned primarily to remove anomalies, and to give greater definition to 
some rather vague expressions. It will be submitted later for the meeting’s 
consideration, and, it is hoped, its approval. 

Finally, at the end of two terms of service in the Bureau, one of them as your 
President, I take the opportunity of expressing publicly my sincere thanks to 
the members of the Commission at large, but more especially to my fellow 
officers and the members of the Bureau for their unfailing co-operation and 
support. This has been particularly valuable in the recent years which have 
removed me from the London centre of numismatic activity to the other side 
of the world. | 
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b. SUB-COMMITTEE FOR SYLLOGE NUMMORUM GRAECORUM 


Professor Paul Naster, Louvain, the Chairman of the Commission's sub- 
committee for the publication Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum, presented the 
following report: 


At the International Numismatic Congress in Copenhagen in 1967 Dr Suther- 
land proposed that a sub-committee Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum should be 
set up under the aegis of the International Numismatic Commission and I was 
asked to be its president. The president's duty would be to stimulate the 
publication of SNG volumes in more and more countries. 

In 1969, when, since the British Academy began the series in 1931 with the 
publication of the first volume, some 90 parts had been published, the late Mr. 
Derek Allen, secretary of the British Academy, proposed that the SNG be 
accepted as a commission of the Union Académique Internationale: in 1972 the 
SNG actually became the 26th commission of the U.A.I. and in 1973 for the 
first time a report in the SNG was presented by myself at the annual meeting 
of the U.A.I. Such a report is presented yearly. 

From 1973 to the last congress in 1979, 10 volumes have been published.

Two innovations have been accepted by the Bureau of the INC: 


1. (1983) the reduction of the format of some 400/375 x 300/280 mm. to the 
format A4 of 295 x 210 mm.; the catalogues of collections of which some 
volumes have already been published may be continued in the original for- 
mat. 


2. (1986) The British Academy approved: “IX. 1. Hoards from the Persian 
period at Sardes. Volume IX is a departure from previous practice, and will 
be the first of several fascicules devoted to hoards of coins. The format of 
the SNG is ideal for the publication of large hoards of Greek coins, and the 
project has been extended to include these as well as public and private 
collections.” 

About forgeries and dubious examples, the Bureau INC proposed (1983): 


“The publication of old forgeries (Antiquity, Renaissance, 18th century) and 
of dubious pieces is desirable for some of them are well known; they should be 
grouped in an appendix with its own numbering and with an explicit mention, 
also on the plates.” 

The President expressed the gratitude of the Commission to Professor Paul 
Naster who was now resigning as chairman of the Sub-committee. Mrs. Ulla 
Westermark, Stockholm, was appointed as his successor. 


C. SUB-COMMITTEE FOR THE PUBLICATION COIN HOARDS 


John Kent read the following report from the Chief-editor Martin Price: 
” The success of the project to record and publish through the Royal Numis- 
matic Society of London can be measured in the vast body of material that is 
now on file at the British Museum. However, the burden on the editors to 
prepare material for publication and the increasing costs of printing have 
resulted in unsatisfactory delays in the appearance of recent volumes. Steps 
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are being taken to remedy this and to streamline methods of production. It is 
satisfying to know that a great deal of hoard material has been recorded and 
published, which, without this project would have been lost; but it is all- 
important that publication keep pace with the material that the many contri- 
butors world-wide have provided.” 


d. LEXICON ICONOGRAPHICUM MYTHOLOGIAE CLASSICAE 


Herbert Cahn mentioned the purpose and the function of this international 
enterprise (Volume III, Atherion-Eros/Amor now in the press) whose main 
office is in Basel. Owing to lack of funds, there is no numismatist in this main 
office, although the editorial work requires the collaboration of a numismatist 
which should be at least a half-time post. 


€. NUMISMATIC LITERATURE 


The International Editor of the American Numismatic Society publication 
Numismatic Literature, Miss Candace Carter, gave a report. She had presided 
over a meeting of the contributing editors at the International Congress in 
London. At the meeting they had discussed ways to improve and to enlarge 
the circulation. 

Changes in the Numismatic Literature had already been undertaken. The 
deadline of abstracts submitted to NL had been reextended to 5 years, al- 
though an abstract of an important book did not have any deadline. Indivi- 
dual authors may submit abstracts of their work to the contributing editors of 
the country in which the work was published. 

An experiment with individual journals in West Germany was underway 
— Miss Carter had written to West Germany journals which publish numisma- 
tic articles in order to ascertain whether or not the journals would submit 
abstracts by their authors to the contributing editor of West Germany, Dr. 
Peter Ilisch. The response had been favourable. Miss Carter would now write 
to the journals of other countries to determine whether or not they too would 
be willing. The cooperation of the various journals should lighten the work- 
load of the contributing editors and make it less cumbersome. 


f. CENTRO INTERNAZIONALE DI STUDI NUMISMATICI: CHANGES IN COUNCIL MEM- 
BERSHIP 


A proposal to appoint two new members, Kenneth Jenkins and Nicola Pa- 
rise, to the Council of the Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici was 
approved. 


8. THE FINANCIAL SITUATION OF THE COMMISSION 


The Treasurer gave an account of the financial situation. To meet the 
Commission’s obligations, there were only three ways: 


1. the increase of the annual fee - which would be unpopular 
2. the recruitment of new members - which would be difficult 
3. a fund raising campaign. 


3. Modification of the Constitution 


Some amendments to the Constitution of the Commission proposed by the 
Bureau were adopted unanimously. The texts, in French and English (printed 
above, pp. 5-8), had been circulated to the members in advance of the General 
Meeting. 


4. Date and place of the 11th International Numismatic Congress 


Offers to organize the next International Congress had been received from 
four members: The Hungarian Numismatic Society (Magyar Numizmatikai 
Tarsulat), the Italian Numismatic Society (Società Numismatica Italiana), 
and Fonumis (Fundación para el Fomento de los Estudios Numismaticos, 
Madrid) to arrange the 11th International Numismatic Congress in respecti- 
vely Budapest, Milan, and Sevilla in 1992, and from the Royal Numismatic 
Society of Belgium (Société Royale de Numismatique de Belgique) to arrange 
the 11th International Numismatic Congress in Belgium in 1991, on the 100th 
anniversary of the first International Congress held in Brussels in 1891. The 
General Meeting unanimously approved the proposal of the Bureau to hold the 
11th International Numismatic Congress in Brussels in 1991. 


5. Election to the Bureau/Council 


The President introduced the nine candidates proposed by the Bureau. 

Mme Cécile Morrisson, Centre de Recherches Numismatiques Ernest-Babe- 
lon, declared herself a candidate while Stanislaw Suchodolski was proposed by 
Andrzej Mikołajczyk, Polskie Towarzystwo Archeologiczne i Numizmatyczne. 

The election was carried out by secret ballot. The result of the voting was as 
follows for the candidates proposed by the Council and other candidates propo- 
sed:

Cele VSSUITHERLAND, CBE, MA, DLitt, FBA, FSA 
1908-1986 


Humphrey Sutherland, as he was familiarly known to his many friends and 
colleagues, died at his home in Cumnor, Oxford on 14 May 1986, only a few 
days after his seventy-eighth birthday. He had been the distinguished Keeper 
of the Heberden Coin Room in the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford from 1957 till 
1975, and was the leading Roman numismatist of his day, as well as one of the 
best-known and respected figures in the international numismatic world. 

After his preparatory school where he early acquired a love for classical 
languages, particularly Latin, he was educated at Westminster School, first as 
a Scholar and then as an Exhibitioner. At Christ Church, Oxford, as a West- 
minster Scholar, he continued his studies of the Classics, and became enthral- 
led by Ancient History. After graduation he found his way by happy chance 
into numismatics when he was offered a part-time post in the Ashmolean 
Museum. He was given responsibility for the Roman series, and, though he 
had no previous experience in this field, under the guidance of his eminent 
colleague, J. G. Milne, he quickly acquired the knowledge which was basic to 
his many subsequent publications. 

His scholarly life was spent in the Heberden Coin Room of which he became 
Deputy Keeper in 1952 and ultimately Keeper in 1957. To him was due in 
large part the building up of the Heberden Coin Room's collections to form a 
body of material worthy of study by numismatic scholars around the world, 
and the expansion of its academic staff to cover the major numismatic fields. 
He was also instrumental in stimulating the study of numismatics in Oxford, 
and himself held the post of Lecturer in Numismatics between 1939 and 1975. 

It is, however, for his contribution to the scholarship of numismatics, and 
Roman numismatics in particular, that he will be best remembered. His bi- 
bliography, published shortly after his death!, lists several hundred books, 
articles, and reviews, for he was an indefatigable worker who also wrote with 
fluency and in choice English. Of his more important works two of the earliest 
were concerned with the coinage of Britain. His Coinage and Currency in 
Roman Britain in 1937 and Anglo-Saxon Gold Coinage in the light of the Cron-

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dall Hoard in 1948 remain works of consultation in their series. His principal 
and abiding interest, however, was in the coinage of the Julio-Claudian princi- 
pate, enshrined in a succession of articles and books. His Coinage in Roman 
Imperial Policy, 31 BC-AD 68 in 1951 was succeeded by a revised version 
entitled, The Emperor and the Coinage in 1976, and his study of the period was 
crowned by a completely new edition of Roman Imperial Coinage I: 31 BC- 
AD 69 published in 1984. From 1934 until his death he was an editor of 
Roman Imperial Coinage, and was also the author of Volume VI, covering the 
period from Diocletian's reform to the death of Maximinus Daza in AD 313. 
More general works which merit mention were his Roman Coins in 1934, En- 
glish Coinage, 600 - 1900 in 1973, and Art in Coinage in 1955. 

Over and above all this he devoted much time and energy to the promotion 
of numismatics. At home he was a member of the Royal Mint Advisory 
Committee from 1963, and served many terms as a member of Council of the 
Royal Numismatic Society of which he was President from 1948 to 1953, and 
an editor of the Numismatic Chronicle from 1953 to 1965. He was equally 
active in the field of international numismatics. During his presidency of the 
International Numismatic Commission from 1960 to 1973, he presided over no 
less than three International Numismatic Congresses — at Rome in 1961, at 
Copenhagen in 1967, and in New York/Washington in 1973. The high regard 
in which he was held by the international numismatic world is evident from 
the many honours and awards bestowed on him. He was awarded the silver 
medal of the Royal Numismatic Society in 1954, the silver medal of the Royal 
Society of Arts in 1955, and the Huntingdon Medal of the American Numisma- 
tic Society in 1950. In addition, he was appointed an honorary, or a correspon- 
ding member of a whole range of numismatic societies in America and Europe. 
In 1970 he was created a CBE, and elected a Fellow of the British Academy. 

Alongside all his many scholarly and professional activities Humphrey Su- 
therland found time to pursue other interests. He had a great love of classical 
music, especially chamber music, and for many years he sang in the Bach 
Choir at Oxford. He was also a keen and successful gardener, creating and 
maintaining an extensive and beautiful garden around his home in Cumnor. 
Travel, too, afforded him great pleasure whether undertaken as study or lec- 
ture visits to museums or institutions abroad, or simply as holiday such as he 
and his wife delighted to spend at the villa in Menton in the south of France 
belonging to his artist brother, Graham Sutherland. 

His scholarly contribution to his chosen fields of numismatics and his many 
services to the subject will long secure him an honoured place in the history of 
numismatics; but those who were privileged to know him personally and to 
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enjoy his friendship will remember him for many other qualities. He was a 
keen and quizzical observer of people and happenings on whom and on which 
he would comment amusingly but not maliciously. He was a raconteur of a 
high order, and whether as a conversationalist or in the more polished periods 
of a formal speech he had a striking command of language. It is, however, for 
many acts of kindness and helpfulness that his pupils as well as his colleagues 
and friends will best remember him.

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EDWARD THEODORE NEWELL 


(Remarks read by William E. Metcalf, Chief Curator, ANS, on behalf of Mar- 
garet Thompson on September 11", 1986 at the International Numismatic 
Congress in London, by way of introducing the session of papers celebrating 
the centennial of E. T. Newell's birth). 


Since 1986 marks the centennial anniversary of the birth of a truly great 
numismatist, Edward Theodore Newell, it seems fitting that a session of this 
Congress be dedicated to the memory of one who contributed so much to our 
common discipline. 

How we could wish that a close friend or relative had left us a biographical 
sketch! There are so many questions and so few answers, especially about the 
formative years. What prompted his ardent interest in numismatics, his deci- 
sion to make the collection and study of coins his chosen field? In an informal 
talk to a local coin club Newell once jokingly remarked that his collecting had 
begun at a tender age when he swallowed a penny as a baby. In a more serious 
vein a colleague traced his enthusiasm to boyhood travels with his parents and 
the discovery of ancient coins in the ruins of North African Timgad. For the 
rest there can be little more than speculation. Even as a young student he 
must have been assiduously preparing the groundwork for his future career, 
using his ample means to travel and collect, and teaching himself to interpret 
the material he had assembled. The spectacular hoard of tetradrachms from 
Demanhur in Egypt came to his attention and from then on the Alexandrine 
coinage was his primary concern. 

Barely two years after he left Yale in 1909 with an M.A. degree his first 
major publication, Reattribution of Certain Tetradrachms of Alexander the Great, 
was in print, already demonstrating his mastery of the two chief tools of 
numismatic research: die-linkage and hoard evidence. The next thirty years 
produced a total of some 75 books, studies, and reviews, ending with his death 
in 1941 just after he had finished correcting proof for Western Seleucid Mints. 
He was then 55 years old with an output which would have been a remarkable 
achievement for a much longer life span. Remarkable, too, is the extent to 
which his studies have stood the test of time. The reprint edition of his last 
great work suggests very few changes in his original text. 

In 1905 Newell joined the American Numismatic Society and from 1916 to 
1941 he served as its president. The Society as we know it was literally his 
creation. His guidance and his publications transformed it from a collectors’ 
club into an institution of scholarly prestige: his donations, numbering over 
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127,000 items, made it one of the major numismatic cabinets of the world. 
Each coin as it came to the Society was accompanied by a ticked with data on 
attribution, date, provenance, and cost. Special features such as moneyers’ 
names, monograms and symbols were indicated, the last drawn with artistic 
skill. 

Although the great majority of the coins were Greek and Roman, other areas 
were represented. In fact some of the finest pieces in our Islamic trays carry a 
Newell ticket. The emphasis, however, was on the hellenistic period and es- 
pecially on the coinage bearing the name of Alexander. This undoubtedly 
would have been his major publication, but Newell approached it indirectly. 
To be sure there were individual studies of some Alexandrine mints—Tarsus, 
Side, and Ake among them—but his initial concentration was on allied coina- 
ge. Demetrius Poliorcetes, Philetaerus, and the early Seleucids were treated. A 
manuscript on Lysimachus was in preparation at the time of his death. Subse- 
quent surveys of the early Ptolemies and perhaps Philip II may have been 
planned. Meanwhile the foundation was being laid for the great opus on Alex- 
ander. Tens of thousands of coins and casts were assembled and analyzed, 
with obverse and reverse die-combinations outlined in a series of notebooks. 
What a priceless volume it would have been had he only lived to write it. 

Obituary notices pay tribute not only to the scholar but to the man, stressing 
his charm, his affability and his generosity in sharing his knowledge and his 
collection with others. There was never any trace of the petty backbiting that 
often mars the work of even fine scholars. My own acquaintance with Newell 
was unfortunately limited but I do have cherished memories of meetings of the 
informal Archaeological Club, which he co-founded and to which I was occasio- 
nally invited. Invariably Newell had a contribution to make: at times an 
amusing account of a recent acquisition, at others a thought-provoking sum- 
mary of his latest research, described with a clarity and enthusiasm that never 
failed to strike a response even from those who had little numismatic know- 
ledge. He would have made a brilliant teacher. 

On the wall outside the Greek vault at the American Numismatic Society 
there is a plaque with wording that serves as an epitaph: 

These were the workrooms of Edward T. Newell 
whose eminence as a numismatist was 
universally recognized and whose generous 
helpfulness endeared him to a host of friends.

AUGUST KESTNER ALS MÜNZENSAMMLER 


August Kestner wurde 1777 in Hannover als vierter Sohn des Archivars und 
Hofrats Johann Christian Kestner und seiner Gattin Charlotte, geb. Buff— 
Goethes Lotte im "Werther"—geboren. Er studierte in Göttingen Jura, da- 
neben galt sein besonderes Interesse den bildenden Künsten. 1816 kam er als 
Sekretär einer hannoverschen Gesandtschaft nach Rom. Dort blieb er bis zu 
seinem Tod 1853. Von 1825 bis 1849 war er Botschafter des Königreichs Han- 
nover beim Papst. Diese Aufgabe ließ ihm viel Zeit, seinen künstlerisch-ar- 
chäologischen Neigungen nachzugehen. 

Von Rom aus unternahm August Kestner zahlreiche Reisen ins mittlere und 
südliche Italien. So machte er 1824 mit seinen Freunden Otto Magnus von 
Stackelberg (1787-1837) und Theodor Panofka (1800-1858, Mitbegründer des 
Archäologischen Instituts in Rom) eine Studienreise nach Sizilien. In Catania 
kauften die Reisenden griechische Münzen und überall, so in Lentini, besich- 
tigten sie Münzsammlungen, Gemmen und Pasten. In Rom kaufte Kestner 
1842 Gemmen und Münzen von den Händlern Capranesi und Bassegio. Auch 
mittelalterliche Münzen sammelte er. Goethe, der Jugendfreund seiner Mut- 
ter, schickte Kestner Medaillen mit seinem (sc. Goethes) Porträt. 





August Kestners Leben endete 1853 in Rom. Er hinterließ eine große Samm- 
lung von ägyptischen, griechischen, etruskischen und römischen Altertümern, 
Bilder, Münzen und Gemmen. Diese Sammlung vermachte er seinem Neffen 
Hermann Kestner mit der Auflage, ihr “obrigkeitlichen Schutz” in Hannover 
zu verschaffen. Hermann Kestner brachte die Sammlung seines Onkels per 
Schiff von Rom via Hamburg nach Hannover. 1884 schenkte er sie der Stadt 
Hannover, die dafür das Kestner-Museum baute. Es wurde 1889 eröffnet. 

1892 umfaßte die Sammlung Kestner etwa 390 griechische Münzen, 320 der 
römischen Republik, 1700 der römischen Kaiserzeit, 1500 Gemmen und eine 
Abdrucksammlung von über 8000 Gemmen in 78 Kästen. Diese “Impronte 
Gemmarie dell' Instituto" war seit 1829 von dem Steinschneider Tommaso 
Cades (1772-1868) unter Aufsicht von Eduard Gerhards hergestellt worden. 


DIE ERWERBUNGEN DES KESTNER-MUSEUMS 


Der erste grofe Ankauf einer Múnzsammlung durch das Kestner-Museum 
geschah 1901, als die aus úber 2000 mittelalterlichen Stúcken bestehende 
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Sammlung von Friedrich Tewes erworben wurde. 1917 vermachte der Kauf- 
mann Karl Patschke dem Museum 18000 deutsche und europáische Múnzen 
des 16. bis 19. Jahrhunderts. Der Ausbau der Münzsammlung des Kestner- 
Museums zu einem bedeutenden Kabinett ist zweifellos dem Ägyptologen Carl 
Küthmann zu verdanken, der von 1920 bis 1937 und 1945 bis 1951 Direktor 
war. Küthmanns Ankaufstätigkeit umfaßte die Schwerpunkte Hellenismus, 
Brakteaten und Medaillen von der Renaissance bis zum Barock. Den bedeu- 
tendsten Ankauf im Bereich Antike stellte die Sammlung des ehemaligen Ei- 
senwarenhändlers und Rentiers Otto Hager dar. Sie enthält 6500 Münzen der 
römischen Republik, darunter zahlreiche Exemplare der ehemaligen Samm- 
lung Max v. Bahrfeldts. Im Bereich Mittelalter wurden Brakteaten aus der 
Sammlung Löbbecke erworben (1924), Münzen aus dem Nachlaß von Friedrich 
Tewes (1931) und 1947 die Brakteatensammlung des ehemaligen Senators 
Bernhard Engelke aus Linden. 1930 gelang der Ankauf des Schatzfundes von 
Bokel, der 12000 norddeutsche Münzen aus der 1. Hälfte des 13. Jahrhunderts 
enthält. Größere Ankäufe neuzeitlicher Münzen und Medaillen geschahen 
1927/28 mit dem Erwerb zahlreicher Barockmedaillen aus dem Hanauer Kabi- 
nett. 1930 durfte Küthmann aus der zur Versteigerung anstehenden Samm- 
lung Knyphausen 1000 Münzen aus dem nordwestdeutschen Raum vorab 
auswählen. Die 500 Münzen der Stadt Hannover aus der Sammlung Knigge 
kamen 1941 hinzu. Nach dem Tod des exzentrischen Privatgelehrten Georg 
Pfanneberg erbte das Kestner-Museum dessen Sammlung mit über 4000 Mün- 
zen des Mittelalters und der Neuzeit. 

Einen großen Münzdiebstahl gab es 1952, als ein Mitarbeiter des Museums 99 
Gold- und 360 Silbermünzen entwendete, sie zerstörte und zum Metallwert 
verkaufte. 

Vom Niedersächsischen Landesmuseum wurde 1961 die 900 Stücke umfas- 
sende Sammlung von Reformationsmedaillen des Adolf Bruns an das Kestner- 
Museum überwiesen. Im folgenden Jahr kamen 5100 chinesische Münzen des 
Kunstmalers Richard Schlösser hinzu; diese gelten als die wohl bedeutendste 
Sammlung ihrer Art in Deutschland. Bis zur Gegenwart wurden laufend ein- 
zelne Münzen und kleinere Sammlungen erworben und geschenkt, zuletzt ge- 
langte 1985 die Sammlung Vogt mit über 200 Goldmünzen des 19. und %. 
Jahrhunderts als Erbschaft in das Münzkabinett. 


PERSONELLE BESETZUNG 


Der Aufbau des Münzkabinetts im Kestner-Museum ist vor allem dem lang- 
jährigen Direktor Dr. Carl Küthmann zu verdanken, der während seiner Amts- 
zeit die Sammlung betreute. 1941 erwog die Stadt Hannover erstmals, einen 
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wissenschaftlich ausgebildeten Numismatiker fúr das Kestner-Museum einzu- 
stellen, doch der Krieg und seine Folgen verhinderten diesen Plan. Erst seit 
1956 betreute mit Dr. Margildis Schlúter eine ausgewiesene Numismatikerin 
das Múnzkabinett. Daneben war Frau Schlüter auch noch für die antike 
Kunst zuständig. In ihre langjährige Tätigkeit (bis 1981) fielen mehrere Aus- 
stellungen, fünf Bestandskataloge und zahlreiche Ankäufe. Von 1983-1985 war 
Dr. Joachim Raeder Leiter des Münzkabinetts, seit 1985 ist es Frank Berger.

Ausblick 

Die Münzsammlung des Kestner-Museums ist zu 80% voll inventarisiert; die 
restlichen Arbeiten werden von einer Mitarbeiterin sorgfältig und zügig durch- 
geführt. Für Münzfotografie und Restaurierung stehen Fachkräfte des Mu- 
seums zur Verfügung. Eine enge Zusammenarbeit gibt es mit dem Nieder- 
sächsischen Münzkabinett der Deutschen Bank in Hannover, das aus der 
Sammlung der ehemaligen Könige von Hannover besteht. Die numismatische 
Bibliothek des Kestner-Museums wird laufend ergänzt, auch für Ankäufe von 
Münzen stehen bestimmte Mittel zur Verfügung. Im Jahr 1987 wurde nach 
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lángerer Bauzeit ein eigener Raum als Múnzkabinett fertiggestellt. Neben der 
ständigen Ausstellung werden jährlich Sonderausstellungen von Münzen, Me- 
daillen und Gemmen zu sehen sein.
